COURT HEARS^ ATTORNEYS 


Arguments on Mandamus Application 
of Resnbmlsslonists Against Sec­ 
retary of State. 


Guthrie, Ok., April 
12.—The 
su­ 
preme court today head arguments 
on the mandamus application of the 
resubm issionists against the secretary 
of state to require that he accept, as 
filed, petitions calling for another 
vote of state-wide prohibition. Judge 
C. B. Stuart of McAlester, represent­ 
ing the petitioners, told the court 
that the enabling act, upon which the 
opponents relied,, gequired that the 
twenty-one 
year prohibition clause 
be put in the constitution as apply­ 
ing to Indian Territory part of the 
state and in doing so the state did 
not agree that it would not later 
amend its constitution in this re­ 
gard. 
The 
federal 
government, he 
stated, according to decisions, had 
no authority to 
regulate or restrict 
the state 
in the exercise of its po­ 
lice powers, after it had gotten into 
the union, and that the state could 
not yield its power in such respect. 
John Devereaux of Guthrie, repre­ 
senting the Anti-Saloon League and 
against issuance of the mandamus, 
held to the view that the prohibi­ 
tion provision of the enabling act 
which the state accepted, was a sol­ 
emn compact between the state and 
the Federal government and could 
not be repudiated at will, unless both 
parties to the original agreement gave 
consent. He referred to the limita­ 
tion placed against the state of Ohio, 
regarding traffic on certain stream s; 
and to the case of Kansas should not

the appeal courts had sustained the 
provisions inserted by congress in 
enabling acts.

Guthrie, April 12.—A great many 
letters have been received by the cor­ 
poration commission asking that steps 
be taken to improve the method of 
receipting for overcharges 
on 
pas­ 
senger fare by the Santa Fe com­ 
pany. 
The railroads were directed, when 
they secured the injunction knocking 
out the two cent fare law, to issue 
to each person buying a ticket at 
the three cent rate a receipt for tim 
amount represented by the difference 
between the two cent and the three 
cent rate, this excess to be paid to 
the passenger should the higher court 
uphold the two cent rate. 
The Santa Fe gives a coupon that 
carries a serial number. It does not 
state the points between which the 
holder 
was 
traveling 
when 
he 
‘’bought” the coupon nor indicate the 
amount that he paid for it. Should 
the refund be ordered by the court 
the holder of this coupon would sim­ 
ply have to surrender it to the rail- 
I road company and in the course of 
time, a month or a year or two yea *s 
later, after the railroad clerks had 
had an opportunity to check our files 
and reports and coupons to the extent 
of several 
hundred thousand, per­ 
haps millions, he would receive a re­ 
fund in such amount as his “chance” 
might call foe- provided bt* chupon 
did not get lost in the transaction 
and no errors were’ made. 
The traveling d e n complain that 
they have to turn these so-called re­ 
ceipts in to their employers with ex­ 
pense accounts, and that they have to 
attach them to something big enough 
to carry a memorandum as to what 
the coupons are and to reduce the 
chances of the coupon being lost. 
Appeals to the corporation com­ 
mission to install a system of re­ 
ceipts that would be fair to tire pub­ 
lic are useless, as this method satis- 
fit s the federal court, and the com­ 
mission is without jurisdiction in the 
matter. 
Moreover, the system is wholly in 
keeping with the treatm ent of the 
public that is to be expected of a 
railroad hiding behind the compre­ 
hensive folds of the gown of federal 
jurisdiction. It is a fair illustration 
of the methods in fo*ce before the 
corporation commission was created. 
The ordinary railroad thinks it an in­ 
sult to its dignity to make anything 
sufficiently plain for an ordinary cit­ 
izen to understand it. They keep their 
books, make their reports, and es­ 
pecially arrange their tariffs so that 
it takes an expert to 
understand 
what a rate is. A majority of the 
agents in the employ of the railroads 
the country over cannot tell what a 
rate is when they see it in the com­ 
pany’s tariff. If an agent makes an 
error to the company’s disadvantage 
his wife and babies must make it 
good out of the pittance he is paid 
and upon which they depend, and it 
is not strange that mistakes are al­ 
most 
invariably 
in 
the company’s 
favor. 
When a shipper is the victim of so 
gross an error that he knows it must 
exist, and appeals to the corporation 
commission, he can hope for a re­ 
fund, for the commission can figure 
out the amount of the overcharge and 
collect it for the shipper, as has been 
done in an amount aggregating thou­ 
sands of dollars in the last year; but 
for 
every 
mistake sufficiently 
big 
for the shipper to know of it or for 
him to think worth making the basis 
of a claim, there are scores that no 
one ever hears of, but which swell 
the company’s earnings to an enorm­ 
ous extent every year. 
When this passenger rate case is 
settled the holder of the lucky num­ 
bers that are now being issued in 
place of receipts will be lucky indeed 
if these coupons be not subjected to 
the scrutiny of a corps of experts 
who will discover in them the basis 
for a “theory” that will impress some 
federal judge with the conviction that 
these simple numbers do not consti­ 
tute a valid receipt, are not evidence 
of claim, and cannot be made the 
basis for collection.

AMERICAN FLAG PLANT-'

The expedition, which left 
Fairbanks, December loth, while the 
controversy over Dr. Cook s disputed 
ascent was still raging, was financed 
by August Peterson and William Mc- 
Phee of this city. The plan was to 
go into camp on the mountain af 
high as possible and probably about 
the middle of May make a dash for 
the summit.

were 
not so great as had been predicted 
Four camps were established dur­ 
ing the ascent and the trail blazed 
all the way to the crest. Up to 12,900 
feet the climbing did not present the 
unusual difficulties. For the next 4,- 
000 feet the way led over a steep Ice 
field which at first seemed to forbid 
further progress, but through which 
upon exploration it was found pos­ 
sible to locate a path. The final dash 
to the top was made from the foot 
camp at an altitude of 16,000 feet. 
Mount McKinley term inates in twin 
peaks of equal height, one some­ 
what rounded and covered with snow, 
the other composed of bare and wind 
•wept rocks. On the rock peak the 
Fairbank climbers placed an Ameri­ 
can flag in a monument of stones.

Peel and cut in small cubes.

layer of potatoes in a baking dish and 
sprinkle with salt and pepper.

them and dot with butter.

is not strange that mistakes are al-

invariably in the company's 


favor 


When a shipper is the victim of so 


gross an error that he knows it musl 
exist, and appeals to the corporatioi 
commission, he can hope for a re- 
fund, for the commission can figure 
'out the amount of the overcharge and 
collect it for the shipper, as has been 
done in an amount aggregating thou- 
sands of dollars in the last year, but 
for every mistake sufficiently big 
for the shipper to know of it or for 
him to think worth making the basis 
of a claim, there are scores that no 
one ever hears of but which swell 
the company's earnings to an enorm- 
ous extent every year 


When this passenger rate case Is 


settled the holder of the lucky num-

the adoption of the proposed Sec. 49, 
even though the grant was not ex- 
pressly set' out/ The proposed sec- 
tion also repeals the general office 
clause of the constitution, that re- 
quires the maintaining of headquar- 
ters in the state, the holding of an- 
nual meetings here and the keeping 
in the state of records, books,' etc. 
It provides in the final clause how- 
ever, that the powers of the corpora- 
tion commission shall -not -thereby be 
restricted, and shall not be construed 
as limiting the state's authority: to 
require production of such papers as 
are necessary to proper ' regulation 
of a railroad in the state. 


According to Attorney General West 


who prepared the ballot title, the 
proposed new Sec. 49 has a much 
greater effect than disclosed by cas- 
ual reading. He Insists that it, would 
repeal Sees. 2, 6, S, 9, 11, 28 and 31, 
and a part of Sec. 18 of the constitu- 
tion. 


The only railroads operating in Ok- 


lahoma that would be affected by the 
change are the Oklahoma Central and 
the Missouri, ^Oklahoma and Gulf. The 
Atchlson, Topeka and -Santa Fe has 
made a tentative agreement to pur- 
chase the first, if it is made legally 
possible, and it is understood tha; 
the Houston and Texas Central woulc 
absorb the latter. The change would 
also affect railroads being projected 
within Ihe state, by permitting their 
sale to the larger systems when com- 
pleted. 


There is to be, submitted to a vote 


of the people at. the general election 
in 'November a substitute for Sec. 9, 
by reason of which the public might 
be confused. The substitute was pass- 
ed during the 
second 
legislature's 


regular session, and is literally cop- 
ied from the Louisiana constitution. 
Jt -would permit consolidation or pur- 
chase of domestic by foreign corpor- 
ations, but provides that such portion 
of the property remaining in the 
state shall be subject to jurisdiction 
of the state courts as though no con- 
solidation or purchase 
had 
taken 


place. There is some doubt among at- 
torneys whether such a clause woxild 


, be effective, for, it is pointed out, to 


have half of a concern of one 'cor- 
porate character, and half of anoth- 
er, is probably impossible. The sub- 
stitute was urged before the legisla- 
ture by representatives of Oklahoma 
Commercial Clubs, who stated1 that 
such provision "worked all right in 
Louisiana." 


Being submitted at different elec- 


tions, it is possible, however, for 
both the so-called Carter proposition 
(proposed Sec. 49) and the legisla- 
tive substitute being adopted. In such 
event members of the legislature 
think both propositions would go to 
the courts, and there be rewritten 
Into one. The court would have to de- 
termine what the people intended by 


"having "voted up" both questions. 


The Oklahoma Federation of 'Labo 


will lead the opposition to the adop 
tion of the proposed Sec. 49 and th 
legislative- substitute. They will be as 
«lsted by the organization of Anti 
Saloon League, which, having in mine 
the proposed resubmisslon of State 
Xflde prohibition, has adopted the slo 
gan: "Stand pat and vote 'No.'" The 
Corporation commission is. opposing 
adoption of Sec. 49.

They are Secre- 
tary Meyer and 'Attorney General 
Wiokersham. And the gossipers, fol- 
lowing, the Wickersham speech at 
Chicago, threaten to do a little "ru- 
moring^ about the--attorney general.- 
Here are a few of the things sched- 
uled by the prophets: 


In the first place, administration 


sources had it, Roosevelt read the 
riot act via cable, and certain men 
were to be replaced 
by Roosevelt 


'fighters'" for the good of the party. 
Then Knox began to pout, according 


the rumors, because Wickersham 


lad practically displaced him as pre- 
mier, and MacVeagh, because of the 
opposition to his tariff decisions, was 
also to get out.

Thaw, looking pale and nervous, took 
the witness stand today in the trial 
of the suit brought by Clifford W.

of vinegar, pinch salt, five sour apples, 
one-half 
cupful of beef suet; 
put 


whole mass through meat chopper and 
boll about two hours. The suet can 
be omitted, but It won't be quite so 
rich without. This keeps all wintei 
in atone crock or glass jars.

Gutbrie, Ok., April 
12.—At' the 


special election to be held through- 
out Oklahoma on June 11, in addi- 
tion to the question for removal of 
the state capital from Guthrie, there 
will be submitted to a vote of the 
people the proposed Sec. 39 of Art 
IX of the constitution, which was in- 
itiated some months ago under su- 
pervision of the Oklahoma Federated 
Commercial clubs. The chief claim 
in support of the amendment is that 
it will permit foreign railroad cor- 
porations to acquire the property of 
domestic corporations, or those or- 
ganized under the laws ol Oklahoma, 
now expressly prohibited by Sec. 9 
of Art. IX of the state Constitution.

reads:

gard. The federal government, he 
stated, according to decisions, had 
no authority to regulate or restrict 
the state in the exercise of its po- 
lice powers, after It had gotten into 
the union, and that the state could 
not yield its power in such respect.

Guthrie, April 12.—A great many 


letters have been received by the cor- 
poration commission asking that steps 
be taken to improve the method of 
receipting for overcharges on pas- 
senger fare by tbe Santa Fe com- 
pany. 


The railroads were directed, when 


they secured the injunction knocking 
out the two cent fare law, to Issue 
to each person buying a ticket at 
the three cent rate a receipt for the 
amount represented by the difference 
between the two cent and the three 
cent rate, this excess to be paid to 
the passenger should the higher court 
uphold the two cent rate. 


The Santa Fe gives a coupon that 


carries a serial number. It does not 
state the points between which the 
holder 
was 
traveling 
when 
he 


"bought" the coupon nor indicate the 
amount that he paid for it. Should 
the refund be ordered by the court 
the holder of this coupon would sim- 
ply have to surrender it to the rail- 


I road company and In the course of 
time, a month or a year or two yea's 
later, after the railroad clerks had 
had an opportunity to check our flies 
and reports and coupons to the extent 
of several hundred thousand, pe>'- 
haps millions, hn would receive a re- 
fund in such amount as his "chance" 
rnig&t" Call- -faav-IHWWWted--.. WK^CGU^Qn-- 
did not get lost in tbe transaction 
and no errors were" made. 


The traveling men complain that 


they have to turn these so-called re- 
ceipts in to their employers with ex- 
pense accounts, and tbat they have to 
attach them to something big enough 
to carry a memorandum as to what 
the coupons are and to reduce the 
chances of the coupon being lost. 


Appeals to the corporation com- 


mission to install a system of re- 
ceipts that would be fair to the pub- 
lic are useless, as this method satis- 
fies the federal court, and the com- 
mission is without jurisdiction in tbe 
matter. 


Moreovei, the system Is wholly in 


keeping with thp treatment of the 
public that is to be expected of a 
railroad hiding behind tlie compre- 
hensive folds of the gown of federal 
jurisdiction. It is a fair illustration 
of the methods in fo<-ce before the 
corporation commission was created. 
The ordinary railroad thinks it an in- 
sult to its dignity to make anything 
sufBciently plain for an ordinary cit- 
izen to understand it. They keep their 
books, make their reports, and es- 
pecially arrange their tariffs so that 
.t takes an expert to understand 
what a rate is. A majority of the 
agents In the employ of the railroads 
the country over cannot tell what a 
rate is when they see it in the com- 
pany's tariff. If an agent makes an 
•rror to the company's disadvantage 
his wife and babies must make it 
good out of the pittance he is paid 
and upon which they depend, and it 
s not strange that mistakes are al- 
most 
invariably in the company's 


favor. 


When a shipper is the victim of so 


gross an error that he knows It must 
exist, and appeals to the corporation 
commission, he can hope for a re- 
fund, for the commission can figure 
out the amount of the overcharge and 
collect it for the shipper, as has been 
done in an amount aggregating thou- 
sands of dollars in the last year; but 
tor every mistake sufficiently big 
'or the shipper to know of it or for 
him to think worth making the basis 
of a claim, there are scores that no 
one ever hears of, but which swell 
he company's earnings to an enorm- 
ous extent every year. 


When this passenger rate case is 


settled the holder of the lucky num- 
bers that are now being issued in 
place of receipts will be lucky indeed 
f these coupons be not subjected to 
the scrutiny of a corps of experts 
who will discover in them the basis 
for a "theory" that will impress some 
federal judge with the conviction that 
these simple numbers do not consti- 
tute a valid receipt, are not evidence 
of claim, and cannot be made the 
>asis for collection.

mountain. The expedition, which lef 
Fairbanks,-December 15th, while th 
controversy over Dr. Cook's dispute) 
ascent was still raging, was ftpanced 
by August Peterson and William He 
Phee of this-city. The'plan Was te 
go Into camp on the mountain a 
high as possible and probably abou 
the middle of 'May make a dash fo 
the summit. 


The obstacles encountered 
wer 


not so great as had been predicted 
Four camps were established dur 
Ing the ascent and the trail blazec 
all the way to the crest. Up to 12,00 
feet the climbing did not present th 
unusual difficulties. For the next 4, 
000 feet the way led over a steep ic 
field which at first seemed to forbii 
further progress, but through whlcl 
upon exploration it was found pos 
ilble to locate a path. The final das 
to the top was made from the too 
camp at an altitude of 16,000 feet 
Mount McKinley terminates in twin 
peaks of equal height, one some 
what rounded and covered with snow
